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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1, 2, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bolenz 
et al. An arrangement with a belt driven motor/generator is shown in Figure 4. The starting 
function is controlled according to engine temperature as disclosed at column 3, lines 34-59. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 3, 8 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bolenz et al in view of Dyches et al. Bolenz et al discloses the claimed invention as stated 
above except for detecting a failure to start. Dyches et al teaches that it is known to provide an 
engine starting system with means for detecting a failure to start. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the starting 
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system of Bolenz et al to include means for detecting a failure to start, as taught by Dyches et 
al, in order to protect the starting system from excessive cranking. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The 
starting system includes starter 13, which Figure 2 clearly shows as including a solenoid and 
pinion meshing mechanism. Operation inherently requires that starter 13 first be actuated to 
engage the pinion, since this is how such a conventional starter operates, with starter/generator 
14 then being actuated. The inherent function of starter/generator 14 is to operate in generator 
mode after starter operation is completed. This operation is sufficient to anticipate starting 
actuation function as broadly specified by claims 1 and 6. 

The express, implicit, and inherent disclosures of a prior art reference may be relied 
upon in the rejection of claims under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103. "The inherent teaching of a prior art 
reference, a question of fact, arises both in the context of anticipation and obviousness." In re 
Napier, 55 F.3d 610, 613, 34 USPQ2d 1782, 1784 (Fed. Cir. 1995).
